THE PROPHET DANIEL. 


BY D. L. MOODY. 

Var subject this morning is ‘the prophet 
Daniel,” When wo read the life of such a 
wonderful man, it is well to pause and ask 
ourselves tho question ; What was the se- 
oret. of his success? What was it 
that enabled him to walk so that even 
the Holy Spirit conld write his bio- 
graphy without 4 singlefau\t being found 
in it? 

Of course you willeuy that the God of 
Abraham was with him, So He was; and 
that was really the scoret of his success, 
But thoro’s anotber thought I want to im- 
press upon you, and that is ho had learned 
to say “No,” atthe right time, Maoya 
man bas been lost because he could not do 
this. Daniel is one of the very few cbar- 
acters in the Bible, inthe course of whose 
life we find no clue, the path of whose 
pilgrimage is not croisod by some sha- 

ow, 

There are very few mou in tho Bible but 
what something is on record: agaibst them; 
you oan reckon them all on your fingers. 
Bat here's a. man, his light began to shine 
in his boyhood, and shone right down to 
the evening oflife. Not a cloud ever 
crossed hia path betwoon him and bis God. 
He seemed to walk in an unolonded sun, 
and if there was anything against him, the 
Holy Spirit has not pubit on record. We 
know, of course, that Daniel was not per- 
fect, for he had a fallen naturo like the rest 
of vs; none but Jesus Christ oyor was per- 
fect on this oarth. Wo find in Daniel's 
prayer that he humbled himeelf, and made 
confession of sin ; fore knew there was 
nothing good in him ; but the new nature 
had taken such porsession of him that the 
old inan was down, and the new reigned 
triamphant.

THE SAGE MURDER. 


Did Woods Strike Him Down with a 
Billiard Cue? This May Solve the 
Mystery. 


It is quite possible that the bloody mys- 
tery of Brantford is on the point of being 
solved. Laboring undor every difficulty 
fora year and a quarter, Chief of Police 
Griffith, of Brauttord, bas been tracing up 
clue afterclue, which seemed to lead to the 
murderer, only to find some of them lead 
to nothing, while others could not be traced 
to the end. One man is now in jail at 
Brantford, charged with complicity in the 
murder ; buthe may gt free at any time 
if he is able to furnish bail for his appear. 
ance whon wanted. He is unable so far to 
find this bail, and the case seems to have 
been taking a-rest receutly. The following 
letter may possibly clear up the whole mys- 
tery, and lead to the evidence which wil 
at onco sottle the question, who killed John 
B. Sage? 

To tho Editor of the Hamilton “Spectator.” 
Brooxtyn, N.Y., Mar. 22, "82, 

Dear Sir,—In reading your Or, 
dated March 15, I happened he padahoa 
the murder in the Spectator some months 
ago, but thought nothing more about it 
until the death of a young man here by the 
name of Woods, who died here of small- 
pox. Ihappened to be boarding in. the 
same boarding house as himself, and knew 
him to be from Brantford, as T am a little 
acquainted there myself. He didn’t seem 
to care to talk about Oanada,and whenever 
I would mention about Canada he would 
always turn the subject. In talking to 
the boarding Mrs. the other day she 
happened to speak about his death. She 
told me that while on his dying bed he 
said he struck a young man in the back of 
tae head with a billiard ene, which caused 
his death. As the billiard one was used in 
the Sage murder, I believe that the same 
Woods who died here to be the one who

Stove bolts and various other 
articles used in our mannfacture aro 
heavily taxed, thereby raising the cost of 
importations about the amount of the 
duty, and materials produced at home and 
se So with foreign material noarly as 
much.

Roid & Barr, ongino and boiler 
makers, Hamilton, said :—Tho N. P. bas 
not bonofitted our business in any respect, 
but has increased the cost of our material. 
We did not need more Protection, not hav- 
ing suffered from foreign competition. 
Business was dull, of conrso, during? the 
dull times, because people had not the 
money to buy now enginos, and now with 
the good crops, revival of saw-milling, and 
general abundance of money we are able 
to sell much more than wo could a fow 
years ago. Wo could do better still were 
it not for the increased cost of our ma- 
torial through tho tariff. On boiler 
tubing we pay 25 por cent. now, against 
17} under the old tariff ; on builer plate 
12} por cont. against 6 per cont.; on 
bar iron 17} against 5 por cent. ; and rub- 
ber and leather belting 25 por cent. against 
17} ; while coal which used to come in free, 
pays 50 and 60 cents a ton duty; and pig 
iron, onco free, $2 a ton. Thon there are 
several other minor articles on which wo 
have to pay increased duties. Onmnoh of 
what we bay at home we pay the dutios, 
8o that wo are taxed all round, the duties

United States is great, and wages have 
risen vory much on 1878 rates, and ars 
somewhat higher then in 1872, The 
wages of laborers have a little increased on 
1878 rates. Wo are taxed on ourraw materi- 
al without any compensatory advantage. 
Ido not think Londondarry iron would 
bo in lees demand among stove- 
makers were the duty removed, as Ameri- 
cans need their own iron, which answers 
the same purpose, and would not send it 
into Canala at Londonderry, figures whilo 
tho present good demand exists on the 
other side, The soft Nova Scotia iron 
referred to is required by us to mix with 
Scotch iron, and [am inclined to think 
that for stove paspoees it does not com- 
pete with the latter, Enamelled ware, 
which we manulacture, is not suficiently 
protected if the increase in the duties on 
raw material is taken into account. It is 
protected by a 26 per cent. rate, but the 
material is taxed over 20 per cont. There 
should bea difference of at least 5 por 
cent. between the duties on the material 
andalongon the manufactured articlos, 
We could get better under a 17} per cent. 
tariff with the old duties on raw material 
than we could under the present tariff. 
I think we made lurger profits on indivi- 
dual sales in 1878 than wedonow, but 
the demand last year was 40 per cont. 
greater than in 1877. We were as much 
pressed with work in 1872.8 than we are 
during the present good times, customers 
having to sit down and wait {o see that 
their orders were shipped. The present 
good times are not dus to the N. P. at all, 
but to good crops, a revival of the lumber 
trade, and other material causes which 
have increased the purchasing power of 
the people. The N P. has not extended 
our market or benefitted usin any way, 
but has taxed onr raw material, thereby 
putting us in a worse position than under 
the old tariff, Prices are now largely re- 
gulated by a combination. This was not 
the case in 1878 when our home competi- 
tion made prices lower. 

Mr, Bowes, who was present while Mr. 
Laidlow was making his statements, said 
he agreed with Mr. Laidlaw, except in 
regard to indirect benefits from the N. P. 
He thought that while the National Policy 
had not benefitted stove makers directiy, 
the establishment of cotton and other in- 
dustrivs due to ‘protection had increased 
somewhat the demand for stoves, and of 
course his firm would have a share in sup- 
plying tho demand. He had not been in 
the business in 1872 like Mr. Laidlaw, and 
could not compare business now with busi- 
ness then. 


WIRE CLOTH, ETC,, AND THE N, P. 


Mr. Geening,of the Victoria Wire Works 
Company, said:—We are engaged in 
making wire cloth, wire ropes, and other 
allied manufactures. I wonld not favor a 
return to the old tariff, as I think it should 
have been raised or readjusted a little. I 
do not like the N: P. ‘There are many 
things to be found faclt with in it, and 
so far as our bnsiness is vconcern- 
edit does not .operate satisfactorily. It 
has beeen manipulated by a ring of fayuor- 
ed manufacturers in their own interest, 
and those not in the ring have had to 
suffer. In a few respects it has benefitted 
us; but even then, so much do manufac- 
turers solicit the Government that we have 
constantly to be on the watch for changes, 
and for some time before the Budget is 
aunouncoed I feel very uneasy lest changes 
be made which may disturb my calcula- 
tions as to prices and purchases. We are 
taxed heavily; our importationsand home 
purchases competing withimportant goods, 
paices of material generally being raised 
nearly ‘the amount of the duty above 
tho cost ab which we could import them 
without the duty. Fora time our busi- 
ness was very seriously affected by the 
N. P., for the duty on iron and steel wire 
was 25 per cent. while wire cloth was pro- 
tected only twenty per cent. Tho 
duty on wire has since been re- 
duced. to 15 per cent., so that our 
position has improved. Yet the difference 
is not great enough to giveus a fair chance. 
The duty on wire, which taxes not a fow 
manfacturers, was put on to benefit a sin- 
glo favoured manufactory at Dundas,which 
manufactures certain sizes of wire. It 
would not pay on account of expensive 
machinery and a small market, to manu- 
facture all kinds required, and we have to 
import wire from England and Germany, 
and besidés peying 15 por cont, on these 
importations we have to pay nearly as 
much to the manufacturers here for what 
Oanadian wire we buy. Under the old 
tariff we paid only 6 por cont, for wire, and 
were protected by a 17} por cent. daty on 
wire cloth; now we pay 15 por cont. on 
wiro, and got only 20 per cent. protection 
on the cloth, In the manufacture of wire 
ropos we are worse off, for although wire 
cordage and rigging for yossols aro now 
and under the old tariff wore also froo, 


the old tariff-was only 6 por cont, on 
wiro against 16 at  prosont. Bo- 
sides increased duties on wire, we 


are taxed moro heavily on brass, iron, coal 
screws, nuts ote., on some things the duty 
being 30 and 365 per cont., so that to put 
us on a proper footing we should havo 40 
per cont. profection on our manufactured 
product. ‘Tho lowering of duties on our 
raw materio! would allow ofa lower pro- 
tection than that on onr manufasturos. 
Woe have had to pay heavily too, for ma- 
chinory, imported, which could not be got 
in Canada. Onr business has prosporod 
and steadily increased, ever since it start- 
ed yoars ago, under the old tariff, and 
would increase moro rapidly wore it not 
for the present tariff, at loastin several of 
our leading lines. We have been incroas- 
ing the number of our omployeos. Our 
prices have rison, Which may be ono of the 
counter-balancing gains of the N. P., but is 
partly due to increased cost of production.

THE MURRAY CANAL. 


Tn 1868 a return was made io an ad- 
im bs the House of Commons for in- 
formation respecting the proposed canal 
between Lake Ontario he the Bay of 
Quinte, In this return Mr. Pago,Chief 
Engineer of Public Works, shows the 
relative positions and conditions of the 
harbors, and fully 
that have been surveyed for the canal. 
With reference to. Weller's. Bay, he says 
that it was formerly separated from 
Lake Ontario by a contiavous range of 
narrow sand-banks,through which there 
was only a small outlet for a creek. 
About 1855 the upper part of a large 
portion of the North-West end of this 
dividing ridge was washed off and an 
opening made between the Lake and 
Bay. This opening was then, and is 
now, fully three-quarters of a mile in 
width. About the centre there is a 
chaonel fully 300 feet wide and 14 fect 
deep, Mr. ‘age remarks that, from in- 
formation in his possession,he finds that 
from time to time, since the opening 
Was first made, the chahnel has continu- 
ed to increase in width.

tion. In the oyoning the  sioging 


farnished by the choir was highly oredit- 
ablo to the memberv,especially that of Mies 
Lotta Greatrix, who possesses a ricoh and 
woll-cultivated soprano voice of much 
power, and who sang hor parts oxceedingly 
well. 

THE WORK OF BUILDING THE CHURCH, 
was commenced on tho 5th of August last, 
under tho able superintendence of Mr, 
Walter Alford, a largo force of mon being 
constantly employed. Tho ceremonies 
connected with laying the corner stone on 
the 4th of October, under Masozic aus- 
pices, are not forgotten. The edjfic» is 
constracted after the ancient Gothic style, 
yot its gonoral appearance is yery pleasing. 
It is 120 x 60 feet, and will farnish ample 
accommodation for at least soven hundred 
people. The maierial used in the con- 
struction is grey limestone, ornamented 
with red brick. The main ontrances aro 
at the southeast and northoast ends, and 
‘ead into small lobbies about twelve 
fect square. Those are soparated by 
a store-room, The Auditorium is 86 
x 54 feet, and the@lancol 24 x20, The 
main walls do not’rise miore than a few 
feet from the floor, and the roof springs 
abruptly from them, much after tho style 
of the old rough-ast ohursh destroyed by 
fire Jast spring. The roofis covered with 
slate and all other precaution possible has 
been taken to avoid a repetition of last 
sprivg’s conflagration. The clear-story on 
the inside is plastered, as ig also the front 
of the Chancel. It is eupported by eight 
columns, four of each aide. ‘the Chaticel 
is in the western end of the building, and 
the choir and organ are stationed in the 
eastern end. Tho farnishings in the 
Obancel ars very fine, andare’in keeping 
with the general internal appearance of the 
edifice. The pews, made of four sizes, also 
reflect credit on the builders Messrs. 
Northcott & Alford. The windows 
in the church will be furnished 
with stained glass, but as yet 
common glass is used in nearly all of 
them. The gas fixiures for lighting the 
eburch at night are ample and furnish 
abundance of light. The church is heated 
with hot air from two large Boynton wood- 
furnacesin the bassment. Tne Rector's 
vestry is a cosy little room at the left of 
the Chancel, and is neatly furnished, The 
architects are Denison and Stewart, of To- 
onto, but the whole work was carried on 
under the personal supervision of Mr. 
Walter Alford. The stone work was done 
uader the superintendence of Mr.’ Jacob 
Nicholson, the carpenter work by North- 
oot & Alford, the slating by Mr. J. Lang, 
the plastering by Mr. Thos, Gurdiner, and 
the painting by Mr James Taylor. Of 
cours there remains considerable work to 
be done yet before the church is coapleted, 
but now that the congregation is able to 
worship init, a great deal of anxiety cn 
their part and that of their’ energetic 
pastor will be atan end, The total cost 
of the structure will be about $20,000.

The vessel has boon thorongh- 
ly repainted throughout, and is certainly 
now one of the finest boatson the bay. She 
left oarly this morning for Kingstou. At 
present we were informed tho steamer will 
only make three trips to Belleville, vix -— 
on Toosdaye, Thursdays and Saturdays ;

knowing that there was no land in this 
part of the Atlantic. Upon going on deck, 
however, he fonond that «the report was 
correct. Tho dim outlines of an island, 
broken Ly mountain poaks, wera visible 
even withont the use of tue glias. Above 
it hung§a cloud of smoke, Tho water was 
more turbid than on the previous day, and 
the sboal of dead fish thicker. Oapt. 
Robson deemed it advisable to take sound- 
ings, not expecting, howevor,to get bottom, 
as the charts show a depth of trom 2,000 
to 8,000 fathoms in that portion of the At- 
lantic, For some time the sounding was 
without result, but suddenly tho line 
brought bottom at fifty fathome. When 
about four leagues distant from tho island 
the Jesmond came to anchor in seven 
fathoms of water. ‘Tho islanl was looated 
28 deg. min. west, 25 deg. north. Capt. 
Robson determined to make an examin- 
ation of the strange land, and the yawl 
was lowered and the captain and one of 
bis officers were rowed to the island. A 
tanding was effected on the low coast of 
the western border, where a convenient 
harbor was found for the yawl. The cxp- 
tain and several of the crew, with some 
difficulty, ascended the deelivity. 

The promontory seemed several miles 
in length, and joined an extensive tableau, 
which sloped gently back to a chain of 
mountains ata great distance off, from 
which rose light columns of smoke, The 
surface of the ground was covered with 
pumice stone and voleanic debris, and en- 
tirely destitute of vegetation. It wasa 
desolate scene, where not a gingle living 
thing was to be perceived. ‘The captain 
and his campanions started on a tour in- 
land, but soon found their progress imped- 
ed by yawning chasms. t was therofore 
detemined to return to the beach and in- 
spect tho island from that side. While 
examining the base of the cliff, where the 
rock was fractured and twisted asif by 
some trémendous conyulsion, and disclos- 
ed a bed of breccia, a surprising discovery 
was made by one of the sailors, Oa 
thrusting the prong of a boathook in- 
to the loosened mass of gravol, he 
dislodged a stone arrow-head. Excit- 
ed by this incident, the search was 


continued, and other articles of stone » 


were discovered.’ A large excavation was 
made, and {t was ascertained tbat the 
opening Jed between ths crumbling re- 
mains of what must have been massive 
walls. A number of articles were exhumed, 
such a bronze swords, rings, hammers, 
carvings of heads and figures of birds and 
animals, and two vases or jars with frag- 
ments of bone, and,one craniam almost 
entire. The most singular thing brought 
to view was what appeared to be a 
mummy, contained inastone cese, It 
was so incrasted with yoleanic deposits as 
to be scarcely distinguished from the rock 
i'self. Much difficulty was experienced in 
dislodging the sarcophagus, which was 
finally taken out whole and, with the 
fossils, transported to the steamer. 

Capt. Robson would have continued this 
investigation, but as the aspect of the 
weather became less favourable, and he 
could not afford to spend more time at the 
island, he sailed for this port, He con- 
riders that the new island was raised from 
the sea by yolcanic action, and that 
the fish were killed by _ the 
poisonous gases from the volcano. 
The captain thinks that the new land is a 
section of the immense range known to ex- 
ist in the Atlantic,and of which the Azores 
and Canaries are a part. He took pleasure 
in exhibiting the fossils and curious articles 
of which he was the fortunate finder. The 
carved heads are in the Egyptian style of 
soulpturing, being distinguished by the veil 
or hood which characterizes Egyptian fig- 
ures. The urns and vases are spherical, 
with large mouths, and upon them may be 
discerned inscriptions in hieroglyphics. 
Tho edges of the axes and arrow or spear 
heads are blunted and jagged, The sword 
isastraight weapon of bronzs, with a 
cross-hilt, 

“That is the mummy,” remarked the 
captain,pointing to what the reporter bad 
taken to be a long block of stone. Seruti- 
nizing closely the lidless case, the ontlines 
of a human figure could be traced through 
the coating of scoriw and pumice. It will 
require careful handling to remove the 
coating. Oapt. Robson proposes to prosont 
tho relio’s to the British Museum at Lon- 
don upon his return to Liverpool.

THE N. P. A FRAUD.

In another part of the 
same paper was an extended report of 
the Tiber moyement in Toronto, and the 
dissatisfaction among almost all classes 
of employees. There were indignation 

ings, demands for increased wages, 
and a threatened exodus to the United 
States. In fact the Mail announced the 
re of a number of plasterers 
from Toronto, who ‘were promised em 
ployment in Buffalo.” The . fatuous 
orgen of monopoly and “legalized rob- 
bery” pretended not to see anything 
like a collision between the absurdly 
pects statements it was dishing up 
for the delectation of its readers, What 
Reformers foretold at the outset of the 
N. P. craze has been fully realized. A 
highly protective tarifl, they claimed, 
would build up and perpetuate mono- 
polies to the detriment and ruin of the 
masses. No sane person ever question- 
ed the nesertion that certuin favored 
- manufacturers would be immensely be- 
nefitted by a fiscal policy that entirely 
shut out foreign competition and left 
the consuming millions to the mercy of 
soulless corporations and avaricious in- 
A agora : Neither was it denied that 
such a policy would encou the cs- 
tablishment of a limited Sctben of 
factories, especially of the classes most 
favored by the tariff. It was claimed, 
however, by those who objected toa} 
system of protection, that the number of 
new factories brought into existence and 
extra hands employed in manufacturing 
pursuits generally would be a trifling 
Ofiset to the heavy tax imposed upon 
the people, who would be compelled to 
pay for necessaries more than formerly, 
while the rate of wages for nearly all 
kinds of labor would remain unchanged 
or decrease. What is now transpiring 
throughout the country proves this 
claim well founded. Certain monopo- 
lists have become millioniares, They 
can afford to live in Princely luxuriance 
and spend large sums for the gratifica- 
tion of tastes and inclinations, The 
laboring class do not share in this 
mushroom prosperity. They are taxed 
heavily for the bread they eat, the fuel 
they burn, and the clothes they wear, 
Their remuneration for labor performed 
has not increased in proportion to the 
cost of me When Saturday night 
comes round, and the tired laborer 
reaches his humble abode, he counts 
over the week's wages and estimates the 
imperative outlay for food, raiment ,&c, 
Having done this he tries to ascertain 
what benefit the N. P. has been to him 
Taxed coal, taxed breadstufls, taxed cot- 
ton, woollen, boots and shoes, salt, pop 
per, tea coffee, furniture, &c., and little 
or no advance in wages, convince him 
that he is the victim of an unmitigated 
fraud and heartless deception. There

Some Remarkable Cases - Effect of Fright 
upon a Child. 

A lady who, jast bolore the Peninsular 
} war,had boon married, heard snddenly and 
quite unexpoctedly that ber linsband had 
boon ordered ont to the seat of war. So 
great waa her horror that sho became in 
atantanoously and perfootly deaf, rewaia 
ing so for many months; and it wes foared 
that her case was incurable. Sume mouths 
lator sho was in chureh on a Sunday 
morning. The congregation began to sing 
a hymn and guite suddenly her hearing re- 
turned,’so much to her surprise that, © for- 
getting whore she was, sho jumpod up and 


) would have appeared to advantage any- | 


called out: ‘ Why, bless mo, 1 can 
hear as well asover I could in my life,” 
She retained her powers of hearing to a 
good old age. 

A poor Indy, governess ina family, was 
atanding one day in the hall when one ot 
the children of the house, who was sliding 
on the balusters, fell over thom, and was 
killed at Ler feot. The poor lady, from 
horror, became immodiately deaf, 

Perbaps ono of the most curious cases 
is thatofa child of 7, apparently quite 
strong and healthy, who seems {o havo 


actually become deaf from the effects of 
nightmare. The story is worth telling 
here, if ouly ‘n the hope that it may make 
some reader lors eager to despise childish 
night terror. How often nurses, and even 
mothers, and those very loving and tender 
ones, try to scold a child out of theso night 
‘foolos,”.as they ca'lthem ; yet how many 
are there of their elders who bave not ¢x- 
porienced such terrors ? 

There had been great Sth of November 
riote in one of our south country towns. 
Men in hideous wasks had partrolled the 
usually qoiet streets ; two citizens, who 
had offended their fellow-townsfolk, were 
burned in effigy ; and of course, there was 
the regular accompaniment of squibs and 
crackers, ard inthe end a tremendous 
streot disturbancs, needing the interven- 
tion of the polico, So alarming and 
annoying bad the disturbance been to 
quietly minded citizens that it was re- 
solved never to allow a filth of November 
to be observed again in the town ; and 
great was the rejoicing in quict households 
over this decision of tho Town Council. A 
few days before the return of the fateful 
day, some,children had been playing hep- 
pily together, and, as far as cin be discoy- 
ered, nothing had been said or done to 
alarm any of them, They went to bed as 
usual, but-had not been long inthe dark 
when the youngest, a little girl, ran into 
her elder brother's room, and exclaimed : 
“Oh, I feel so frightened; I can’t hel 
thinking of the fifth of November; an: 
when I shut my eyes I see those horrid 
masks, and 1 can’t get to sleep.” 

The brothér was very gentle and tender 
with her. He assured her there would be 
nothing done in the town on the 5th; and 
carried her back to bed, telling her she 
must be good and remain there, and that 
no harm would happen to her. A few 
minutes after she ran back to his room, 
again describing her utter terror; she 
could not help seeing those dreadfal 
masks, and she felt so dreadfully fright- 
ened. 

Again he took her back to bed, and tried 
to coax her to sleep, with apparent success; 
but after a little while she ran down to her 
mother, exelauming: ‘‘ O, mammia, I feel 
so dreadfully frightened ; I cannot help 
seeing those horrid masks; and I wish

ears, for I am quite deaf." 

The mother took ber on her knee, aud 
coaxed and fondled her till she fell asleep, 
then she took her to bed, and waited in 
much anxiety for her husband's return. 
She told him of the child's dreadfally ex- 
cited state and took him up to see her ; 
but slie was sleeping so placedly it seemed 
a pity towake her. Sleep was the best 
medicine, 

Next morning, when she woke, they dis- 
covered to their horror that the child was 
stone deaf, and not only has she remained 
deaf ever since, but being so young at the 
time of her afiliction, she, had almost 
become quitedumb. Evidently fie sound 
of her own voice inher head was most 
painful toher, Sudden, abrupt noises she 
could still hear. No doubt she would be 
able to derive some benefit from one of the 
new inventions—the audiphone—for en- 
abling the deaf to hear, from tho vibrations 
of sounds conducted from the teeth to the 
ear ; but all efforts to restore her hearing 
have been useless. The injury to this tiny, 
imperceptible nerve had so effected all the 
rest that the idea of being examined by a 
doctor seemed entirely to unbinge the 
cbild. Some of the cloverist aurists of the 
day were consulted. All advised the same: 
—‘‘Leave her alone. Any effort to con- 
quer these fears is only likely to increase 
the injury to the nerves; time may cure it ; 
nothing else will.”—Chambers’ Journal.

Oh, my triends, what has 
been your memory ? what is your memory 
this morning of those early scenes ? Do 
you think we had better have God in our 
own households ? Oh,” say some one, * L 
can’t formulate a prayer ; I never prayed 
in my life.’ Well then, my brother, there 
are Philip Henry's Prayers, and MeDaft's 
Prayers, and Doddridge’s, Prayers, and 
Episcopal Chureh Prayers, anda ecore vf 
good books with supplications appropriate 
to your family. It youdo not feel yonr- 
sell confident to formul«tea prayer,just take 
one of these prayer books, patit down on 
the bottom of the chair, kneel by it and 
then commend to a merciful God your own 
soul and the souls of your family.

Was read. 

Ald, Diamond moyed that the blank be 
filled up with tho namos of Dr, Burdelt , 
Jas. Ross and Chief of Police. 

Ald. Brignall came in. 

Ad. Starling wished te know ifit was 
true that Dr. Curlett assisted the W. C. A. 
in gettiny their Bill through the Ontario 
Legislature. 

Ald. Diamond answered that he had,and 
it was on this ground that he opposed his 
re-appointment as Health Officer, 

Ald, Smith highly enlogized tke faithfal 
manoer in whieh Dr. Carlett had perform- 
ed the duties of his offixe during the past 
two yoara, 

Ald. Petrie apposed the discharge of Dr. 
Carlett. 

Ald. Petrie moved in ameadment that 
Dr. Curlett be re-appointed.

Wo aro requested by afriend ia Mon 
troal to publish tho following\letter written 
by a Canadian who bas lived in the State 
of Iowa for aomo time, and which lately 
appoared in the Montroal Witness :— 

Sm,—I have noticed for some time poat 
a sories of letter in tho Montreal Mitness 
rolative to annexation, and I thought that 
a few words from one born and brought up 
in Oanada, but long a resident of this coun- 
try, might not be amiss. In tho first place 
I might say that no intelligent person,tince 
respoosiblo govornmont was inaugurated, 
ovor omigrated from Canada to tho United 
States with tho expectation that he was 
going to live undor a botter form of Govern- 
mont than that which ho left bebiod him. 
This fact many intelligont cifizeus of this 
country frooly acknowledgo, and I cannot 
do better than ropeat a statemont of the 
Ohioago Times, tho most widely road 
papor in the West and North-West, which 
in discussing tho probabilities of the annex- 
ation of Canada, said, *Tbat it was not 
likely the wide awake Canadians would bo 
in a hurry to amalgamato with a country 
whore government was a contury bebind 
theage.” Thisisa fact. Tho government 
of this country, is as nearly as possible, a 
counterpart of the British Government a 
century ago. Tho president exercises as 
mach power as did over Goorge IIL., and 
interferes more with legislation than be 
ever thought of doing. 

1 reside in the gront and fertile Stato of 
Iowa, There are thousands of Canadiau- 
born residents in it engaged in every call- 
ing practiso? within its borders. It might 
be asked, ‘For what did they leave the 
land of theie birth?" The answer would 
bo, “They loft because they thought 
nature had given to Iowa advantages 
which had been denied to their less favor- 
ed native cliiao. Toa certain extent they 
are correct, but I:make bold to eay, with- 
out fear ot euccecful contradiction that if 
the State of Iowa, with its present natural 
advantoges, were part of the Dominion, 
and settled by just such people as the 
great Provinos of Ontario, it would be a 
handred percent in advance of its present 
status. 

Tlive in a county which contains abont 


eleven thousaxd people,and there are more | 


chattel mortgages recorded therein thao in 
the counties ot Middlesex,Kent and Elgin, 
io which I resided in Ontario, and which 
contain at least one hundred and twenty 
thousand. One money lender who livos 
in tho county seat told me that ho had 
forty thousand dollars on interest at two 
per cont a month, and he is only one out 
of half a dozen engaged in that business 
at thatplece, Fally balt of the farms are 
occupied by tevants or renters, who crop 
the land on shares. All their movable 
chattels, euch as teams, harnets, waggons, 
growing crops, &c., are nlmost invariably 
mortgaged to either the grocer for pro- 
visions, or the money lender for cash 
to poy for implements, seed grain, 
or taxes. The general condition of 
these tenants is a retrograde one. 
They come hore trom the East witha little 
money,struggle for a few years, and then 
try their fortune in Kansasor Dakota. In 
point of intelligence and integrity they 
stand no comparison with the farmers of 
Ontario,and the epithet ‘‘granger” applied 
to them by the town dwellers is one of un- 
disguised contempt. Visit any of the coun- 
ty towns of Iowa, such as Marshalltown 
Oskaloosa, Waterloo or Charles City, and 
in none of them will you see such a crowd 
of evidently well-to-do farmers as can be 
seen it. the streets of Belleville, Bowman- 
ville, Woodstcck or St. Thomas. Their 
dress, manners and equipage tell the story 
at aglance. The soil of Iowa is universal- 
ly fertile, and yet you will have to go to 
the very poorest an rockiest of the bask- 
wood portions of Ontario to find farmers 
ona par with the tillers of the prairie 
mould of Iowa. 

Another fact in connection with affairs 
ia this countryin the universal prevalence 
of a feeling that the administration of the 
law is corrapt. All classes of society are 
tainted with it, and unfortuuately, the 
grounds for this belief are too well found- 
ed,, as Iocan testify from personal koow- 
ledge. 

That many Canadians, such as teachers 
lawyers or physicians, do better in Iowa 
and the Western States generally than if 
they had remained in Canada is true; but 
it is due to the fact that owing to the low 
standard of qualification in these profes- 
sions they are relatively able men—in 
their respective lines,” I saw a young 
lawyer from a Nova Scotian law school 
who applied to the jadge of the Sopreme 
Court for admission to the bar, His 
diploma was laid before the Court and he 
was wimitted. Not a question was asked 
him and he kad never even read a line of 
the Iowa code. 

What Cunada would gain by giving her- 
self away to the United States I fail to see, 
All the twdddle indulged in by those who 
say that Canada’s developmont is hindered 
by her connection with Britain is uttered 
by a class who have done precious little to 
make her what she is. And what is she? 
In the general intelligence of her people as 
manifested by her schocls, her churches 
and her courts of law ; in the general con- 
dition of her people as seen in their sturdy, 
well nourished bodies, good clothes and 
comfortable homes; in their ability and 
enterprise in a formidable climate as shown 
by their commerce and their public works 
she is ahead of the United States of 
America. It is trae that isolated portions 
of the latter may be superior to Canada as 
a whole, but take the whole, North and 
South, Hust and West, and strike an aver- 
age, and in all cesentials that go to make a 
solid substantial people Canada will come 
out ahead.

The Dutch cattle fatten well 
also, and so do the Devons,’ and yet both, 
especially the forner, are famous for milk, 
The Guernsoys have beon bred for milk 
and butter, and at the same time for beef 
points. Tho yellow colorin the skin and 
and in the butter has algo beéh cultivated, 
60 that it is exhibited ia aa extrardinary 
degree, The cows average fully one-fourth 
and possibly one third heavier than the 
Jereoys, and give on an averags a propor: 
tionately Jarger quantity of ‘milk, Alter 
they have been longer tested, no doubt 
therg will be found many cows Which will 
compete closely with the famous Jer- 
seys 80 Well knowo as great milk and

SEX IN EGGS, 

A correspondent ofthe Journal of Horti- 
culture says in reference to this question:— 
‘Last winter an old’ poultry-keeper told 
me he could distinguish sex in eggs. 
langhed at him, and was none the less 
sceptical when ho told me the following 
secret ; Eggs with the air- bladder in the 
centre of the crown of the egg will pro- 
duce cockerels ; those with the bladder on 
one side will’ produce pullets, The old 
man was certafn of this dogma, and his 
poultry-yard so confirmed it, that I deter- 
mined to make experiments upon it this 
year. I have done so, carefully registering 
the egg bladder yertioal, or bladder on one 
side, rejecting every one which wa3 not 
decidedly the one or the other, as in come 
it is very slightly ont of the centre. The 
following is the result. The number of 
fifty-eight chickens were batched ; threo 
are dead, and eleven are yet too voung to 
decide upon their sex; ofthe remaiviag 
fourty four, every ono has turned out trae 
{o the old man’s theory, This, of course, 
may be an accidental edincidence, but I 
shall ceitainly try the experiment agaio ”

limestone, clay-abade, etc., to whet extent 
the obemist alone can tell. Therefore in

invited the police official's to enjoy. 
He road the papers and kept his mouth 
closed, only answering questions put 
to him. About noon ho was told that 
a Bellevillian was on his way down, 
when he _ volun‘eered the intorma- 
tion that if he was wanted in Bolloville ho 
had no objection to go there. He, how- 
ever, began to show nervousness and about

A general election is near a hand 
and we will hear a good deal about 
what the N. P. has done for the farmer, 
Dr, Ortoa’s famous. Agricultural Com- 
mittee has been hard at work for some 
time manufacturing evidence to be offer- 
ed when required, It is well, therefore, 
to have the upinion of outside authority 
on a subject that will be confused and 
confounded as much as possible. Ac- 
cording to the Oswego Express, which 
speaks from information obtained at one 
of the leading ports for the admission of 
Canadian produce on the south side of 
the grert Jakes, our tariff has not put 
the farmers of Canada in a relatively 
better position than the farmers of the 
Unifca States. 1teays :—“For several 
years past the importation of wheat 
from Canada has almost entirely ceased, 
{n former years the trade in wheat was 
quite large, Finally, however, the 
price became so high that our millers 
could not buy it for grinding and pay 
the duty of 20 cents per bushel. The 
Canadian line of steamers made the 
transportation cheaper by Montreal 
than by New York, and so the entire 
crop sent abroad went down the St. 
Lawrence River, Within a year past 
this current of trade has again been 
turning towards the Oswego route, 50,- 
000 bushels have been’ sent to Oswego 
already this spring, and within a year 
bast nearly 300,000 bushels have come 
to Oswego, We hope thia trade may 
continue and iorease. It is for the 
interest of our business men te 
age this trade.”

EN ROUTE TO MANITOBA. 


The Hardships of Emigrants. 

A private letter from a triend who left 
Belleville on the recent excursion to Mani- 
toba, written at St. Paul, Minn., on the 
22nd. inst,, suys :— 

“Onr excorsion train arrived hera yes- 
terday morning, having made extra good 
time, but unfortunately fartker we cannot 
get, on account of the floods between St. 
Vincent and Emereon, on the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Manitoba Railway, caused 
by an ice blockade on the Red River. 
There are now betweon 1,200 and 1,500 
people detained here. Many of them are 
in a very uncomfortable condition, and 
some are suffering greatly from lack of 
means to procure food and suitable lodg~ 
ings. 

There are hundreds of them who have 
nothing softer than the hard side of the 
flooring in the depot to rest their weary 
bones on, and they have been there riate 
Friday morning,and will not,at tho earliest, 
get away before Monday, and possibly the 
middle of the week. According to the 
statistics of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Manitoba R. R., there have been nearly 
forty thousand people emigrated to the 
Nera weal since Jan, Ist, 1882, over their 

line.”

Boston, 29.—The importation of oranges 
and lemons from Palermo, Messina, and 
other foreign ports for the past few months 
has been very heavy. The custome authori- 
ties discovered the fruit had been invoiced 
at about balf its ectual value. and the Gov- 
ernment was entitled to double the amount 
ot duties paid. Several merchants of 
Palermo and Messina have already refund- 
ed thensands of dollars to the Collector.
